PRESIDENT M’KINLEY 
SHOT BY AN ANARCHIST 


While Holding a Public Reception 
at the Buffalo Expo­ 
sition. 


Buffalo. Sept. fi.— P resid en t M cKin­ 
ley w as sh o t and serio u sly wounded 
by an a ssa ssin w h ile h old in g a recep­ 
tion in th e T em ple of Music- at the 
P anam erican grounds a few m inutes 
after 4 o'clock th is afternoon. 
One 
sh o t took effect in th e righ t breast, the 
other in the abdom en. 
T h e first is 
n ot of a serious nature and th e bullet 
has been extracted. T h e la tter pierced 
th e abdom inal wall and u as not been 
located. 
A t 10:40 p 
m. the follow in g bulle­ 
tin by the atten d in g p h y sicia n s w as 
th e only indication of th e condition of 
th e president's w ounds: 
"The p resident is rallyin g and is 
restin g com fortably. 
A t 10:40 p. m., 
th e tem perature 
w as 
100.4 
degrees, 
pulse 124, resp iration 24.”

o ’clock w h ile P resid en t M cK inley w as 
holdin g a public reception in th e great 
T em ple of M usic on the P anam erican 
grounds th at the cow ardly a tta ck w as 
m ade w ith w h at su ccess tim e can tell. 
Standing in th e m idst of crow ds num ­ 
berin g thousands, surrounded by every 
evid en ce of good w ill, pressed by a 
m otley throng of people, 
show ered 
w ith exp ression s of love and loyalty, 
b esieged by m ultitud es, all eager to 
cla sp 
h is 
hand s— am id 
th ese 
sur­ 
roundings, and w ith the ev er recurring 
p laudits of an arm y o f 
sig h t seers 
Tinging in h is ears, th e blow of the 
a ssa ssin cam e and in an in sta n t p leas­ 
ure gave w ay to pain, adm iration to 
agony, folly turned to fu ry and pan­ 
dem onium follow ed. 
T onight, a surging, sw ayin g, eager 
m ultitud e throngs 
th e 
city 's m ain 
thoroughfares, choking th e streets in 
fron t of the 
principal 
new spapers, 
scanning th e bulletin s w ith 
anxious 
e y e s and groaning or ch eerin g in turn 
a t each su cceed in g an n ou n cem en t as 
th e nature of the m essa g e sin k s or 
buoys their hopes. 
Dow n at police headqu arters, sur 
rounded by stern-faced Inquisitors of 
,jthe law, is a m edium -sized 
m an of

fixed gaze directed on th e floor, who 
p resses his lips firm ly to g eth er and 
listen s w ith an air of assu m ed indif­ 
feren ce to the p ersisten t stream of 
questions,

talk. 
DIABOLICAL INGENUITY 
SHOWN BY T H E ASSASSIN. 
It w as ju st after th e d aily organ re- 
clta l in th e splendid Terqple o f M usic 
th a t th e dastardly attem p t w a s m ade. 
P lanned w ith all t h e ; diab olical in­ 
gen u ity and fin esse o f w h ich anarchy 
or n ihilism is capable, .th e a ssa ssin

T h e president, though - w ell guarded 
by 
U n ited 
S ta tes secret' Service de­ 
tectiv es, w as fully exposed to such 
an attack a s occurred. 
H e stood at 
th e edge o f th e raised dais upon w hich 
stan ds th e great pipe,, organ at the 
e a st side of th e m agnificent structure. 
T hrongs of people crow ded in at the 
variou s en tran ces to gaze upon their 
execu tive, perchance to clasp h is hand, 
and then file th eir w ay out in th e good- 
natured mob th at every m inu te sw elled 
and m ultiplied at the points of in­ 
g ress and egress of th e building. 
T h e p resid en t w as 
in a cheerful 
m ood, and w as enjoying to th e full the 
h ea rty evid en ce of good w ill w hich 
everyw h ere m et h is gaze. 
U pon his 
rig h t stood John G. M ilburn of B uf­ 
falo, 
president of the P anam erican 
exposition, ch attin g w ith th e president 
and introdu cing to him esp ecia lly per­ 
son s of note who approached. 
Upon 
th e p resid en t’s left stood Mr. Cortel- 
you. 
It w as shortly after 4 p. m. w h en one 
o f th e throng w hich surrounded the 
presid en tial 
p a'iy, 
a 
m edium -sized 
m an 
of 
ordinary 
appearance 
and 
p lainly d ressed in black, approached 
a s if to g reet th e 
president. 
Both 
S ecretary Corteiyou and P resid en t Mil­ 
burn noticed th at the ijia-n's hand was 
sw ath ed in a bandage of h and kerchiefs. 
E ep orts of 
bystanders differ as to 
■which hand. 
H e w orked h is w ay amid 
th e stream of people up to th e ed ge of 
th e dais u n til he w as w ith in tw o feet 
of th e president. 
P resident M cK inley 
sm iled, 
bowed 
and extended his hand in th at spirit of 
g en iality th at the A m erican people so 
ivell know, w hen suddenly the sharp 
crack of a revolver rang out loud and 
clear above the hum o f voices, the 
shuffling of m yriads of feet and v i­ 
brating w a v es of applause th at ever 
and anon sw ep t here and there over the 
assem blage. 
There w as a n Instant of alm ost com ­ 
plete s ile n c e . Th<_- president stood stock 
s till, a look of h e s ita n c y , a lm o s t of b e ­ 
w ild e rm e n t, on h i s fa c e . 
T hen he re­ 
t r e a t e d a step, w h ile a pallor D egan to 
s te a l o v e r h is features. 
The m ultitude, on ly p artially aw are 
th at som ething serious had happened, 
paused In surprise, w h ile necks were 
craned and all eyes turnetl as one to 
the rostrum w here a great tragedy w as 
being enacted. 
T hen cam e a com m o­ 
tion. Three m en threw th em selves for­ 
w ard as w ith one Im pulse and sprang 
tow ard the a ssa ssin . 
T w o 
of 
them 
w ere U nited S tates secret service men 
w ho were on th e lookout and whose 
d uty it w as to guard a g a in st ju st such 
a calam ity as had here befallen the 
president and the nation. T h e third w as 
a bystander, a negro, w ho had only an 
instant previously grasped th e hand of 
the president. 
In a tw inkling th e a ssa ssin w a s borne 
to the ground, his w eapon w a s wrested 
from his grasp, and stron g arm s pin­ 
ioned him dow n. 
T hen th e m ultitude 
w hich thronged th e edifice began to 
com e to a realizing se n se.o f th e aw fu l­ 
n ess of the scen e o f w h ich th ey had 
been un w illin g w itn esses. 
A m urmur 
arose, spread and sw elled to a hum of 
confusion, th en grew to a 
babel 
of 
sounds and la te r to a pandem onium of 
noises. F or th e m om ent th e confusion 
w a s terrible; 
T he crow d surged 
for­ 
w ard regard less o f consequences. Men 
shouted and fou gh t, w om en scream ed 
and children cried. 
S o m e o f those near­ 
est th e d o o r s fled ^rom : th e edifice in 
fea r of a stam pede, w h ile hundreds o f 


others from the outside struggled blind­ 
ly forw ard in the effort to penetrate the 
crowded building anti solve the m ystery 
of the excitem ent and panic which ev ­ 
ery moment grow and .swelled w ithin 
the congested Interior of the edifice. In­ 
side, inn the sligh tly raised dais w as 
enacted within those few feverish m o­ 
m ents a. tragedy so dram atic in ehar- 
acior. so thrilling in its intensity th at 
the few who looked on w ill never be able 
to forget it.E ven those w ho attended the 
president cam e out of it w ith blanched 
fai’cs, 
trem bling 
lim bs 
and 
beating 
hearts, while their brains throbbed w ith 
a tum ult of conflicting em otions w hich 
could not be clarified into a lucid nar­ 
rative of the even ts as they 
really 
transpired. 
PRESIDENT MAINTAINED 
P ERFECT CALMNESS. 
Of the m ultitude w hich w itn essed or 
bore a part in the scen e o f turm oil and 
turbulence there 
w as but one m ind 
w hich seem ed to retain its equilibrium , 
one hand rem ained 
steady, 
one eye 
w hich gazed w ith unflinching calm ness 
and one voice w hich retained Its even 
tenor and faltered not a* the m ost crit­ 
ical juncture. 
T hey were the m ind and hand and 
the eye and the voice of President Mc­ 
K inley. 
A fter the first shock o f the 
assassin 's shot, he 
retreated a step. 
Then as the d etectives leaped upon his 
a ssailan t he turned, w alked stead ily to 
a chair and seated him self, at the sam e 
tim e rem oving his hat and bow ing his 
head in his hands. 
In an instant Secretary Corteiyou and 
P resident Milburn w ere at his side. H is 
w aistcoat w as 
hurriedly 
opened, the 
president m eanw hile adm onishing those 
about him to rem ain calm and telling 
them not to be alarm ed. 
"But you are 
wounded," 
cried the 
secretary, “let me exam ine.” 
"No, I think not,” answ ered the presi­ 
dent, "I am not badly hurt, I assure 
you." 
N evertheless his garm ents were h a s­ 
tily loosened 
and when 
a 
trickling 
stream of crim son w as seen to wind its 
w ay down his breast, spreading its tell­ 
tale stain over the w hite surface of the 
linen, their w orst fears were confirmed. 
A force of exposition 
guards 
were 
soon on the scene, and an effort w as 
m ade 
to clear the building. 
B y this 
tim e the crush w as terrific. 
Spectators 
crowded down the stairw ays from the 
galleries, the crowds on the floor surged 
forw ard toward the rostrum , while, de­ 
spite the strenuous efforts of police and 
guards, the throng 
w ithout struggled 
m adly to obtain adm ission. 
The president's assailan t in the m ean­ 
tim e had been hustled 
by 
exposition 
g u a rd i to the rear of the 
building 
wherj* he w as held w hile the building 
w as ^ leared and later he w as turned 
over 
Superintendent B ull of the B u f­ 
falo police departm ent who took the 
prisoner to No. 13 police station and 
afterw ards to police headquarters. 
PRESIDENT REMOVED TO 
EXPOSITION HOSPITAL. 
A s soon as the crowd in the Tem ple 
of M usic had been dispersed sufficient­ 
ly, the president w as rem oved in the 
autom obile am bulance and taken to the 
exposition hospital, where an exam ina­ 
tion w as made. 
The best m edical skill 
w as sum m oned, and w ithin a brief per­ 
iod, several of Buffalo's best know n 
practitioners were at the patient's side. 
The president retained the full exer­ 
cise of his facu lties until placed on the 
operating table and subjected to an 
anaesth etic. 
Upon the first exam ina­ 
tion it w as ascertained that one bullet 
hau taken effect In the right breast ju st 
below the nipple, cau sin g a com para­ 
tively harm less wound. 
T he other took effect in the abdom en 
about four inches below the left nipple, 
four inches to the left of the naval and 
about on a level w ith it. 
Upon arrival 
at the exposition hospital the second 
bullet wound w as probed. 
The w alls 
of the abdom en were opened, but the 
ball w as not located. 
The incision w as 
h astily closed and after a h asty consul­ 
tation it w as decided to rem ove 
the 
patient to the home of President M il­ 
burn. 
T his w as done, the automobile' 
am bulance being used for the purpose. 
Arriving at the Milburn 
residence, 
all persons save the m edical attendan ts, 
nurses and the officials 
im m ediately 
concerned were excluded and the task 
of probing for the bullet which had 
lodged in the abdom en w as begun by 
Dr. R osw ell Parke. 
W hen the new s of the crim e w as tel­ 
ephoned to the home of P resident M il­ 
burn w here Mrs. M cK inley w as rest­ 
ing, im m ediate steps were 
taken 
to 
spare her the shock of a 
prem ature 
statem en t of the occurence before the 
true condition of the president should 
l.c ascertained. 
Guards were stationed 
and no one w as perm itted to approach 
the house. 
W hen it w as decided to re­ 
m ove the president from the exposfc 
tion hospital to the M ilburn residence, 
th • new s w as broken to Mrs. M cK inley 
as gen tly as could be. 
She bore the 
shock rem arkably w ell and displayed 
the utm ost fortitude. 
At 8:40 the representative of the A s­ 
sociated P ress w as adm itted to the M il­ 
burn m ansion where Secretary Cortei­ 
you gave him the 
official 
bulletin. 
Secretary Corteiyou said that 
a 
tele­ 
graph 
office would be established at 
once in the M ilburn residence and bul­ 
letins givin g the public the fullest in­ 
form ation possible would be issued a t 
short intervals. 
A t the Milburn house were Secretary 
of A griculture AVllson, President M il­ 
burn, Director General 
Buchanan 
of 
the Panam erican exposition; Dr. R ixey 
and 
Secretary 
Corteiyou. 
T elegram s 
poured in by hundreds and Secretary 
C orteiyou w as kept busy replying to 
them . 
Tw o stenographers w ith 
their 
typew riters were placed in the parlor, 
w hich w as quickly transform ed into a' 
bustling room. 


TH E REMOVAL OF 
TH E PRISONER. 


W hile the wounded president w as be­ 
ing borne from the exposition hospital 
to the Milburn residence betw een row s 
of onlookers w ith bared heads a far d if­ 
ferent spectacle w as being w itnessed 
along the route of his a ssailan t’s jour­ 
ney from the scene o f his crim e to po­ 
lice headquarters. 
The trip w as m ade 
ffo quickly that the prisoner w as safely 
landed w ithin the wide portals o f the 
police station and the doors closed be­ 
fore any one w as aw are of his presence. 
The new s o f the 
attem pted a ssa s­ 
sin ation had in 
the m eanw hile 
been 
spread broadcast by th e new spapers. 
L ike wildfire it spread from m outh to 
m outh. 
Then bulletins began to ap ­ 
pear on the boards 
along N ew spaper 
row, and w hen the announcem ent w a s 
m ade th at the prisoner had been taken 
to pollco headquarters only tw o blocks 
d istan t from the new spaper section, the 


crowds surged down toward the T er­ 
race, eager for a glim pse of the pris­ 
oner. A t police headquarters they were 
m et by a stron g cordon of police w hich 
w as drawn up across the pavem ent on 
Pearl street and adm ittance w as denied 
to any but officials authorized to take 
part in the exam ination of the pris­ 
oner. 
In a few m inutes the crowd had 
grow n from tens to hundreds and these 
in turn quickly sw elled 
to thousands 
until the street w as com pletely blocked 
w ith a m ass of hum anity. 
It w as a t 
this Juncture that som e one raised the 
cry of "Lynch him." 
Like a flash the 
cry w as taken up, and the w hole crowd 
as if ignited by the sin gle m atch thus 
applied, re-echoed the ery "Lynch him .” 
"H ang him .” 
Closer the crowd surged 
forward. D enser the throng becam e as 
new arrivals sw elled each m om ent the 
sw ayin g m ultitude. 
The situation w as 
becom ing critical, w hen suddenly the 
big doors were flung open and a squad 
of reserves advancing w ith solid front, 
drove the crowd back from the curb to 
across the street 
and 
gradually su c­ 
ceeded In dispersing them from about 
the entrance to the station. 
FOLICE EXAMINATION 
OF TH E PRISONER. 


Inside the station house were assem ­ 
bled D istrict A ttorney Penny, Super­ 
intendent o f Police Bull, Captain R ea­ 
gan of the first precinct and other o f­ 
ficials. 
The prisoner 
at first proved 
quite com m unicative, so m uch so, in 
fact, that little dependence could be 
placed on w h at he said. 
H e first gave 
his nam e as Fred 
N iem an, 
said his 
hom e w as in D etroit, and that lie had 
been in B uffalo about a w eek. H e said 
he had been boarding at a place in 
Broadw ay. 
Later this place w as located as John 
N ow ak's saloon, a R aines law hotel on 
B roadw ay. 
H ere the prisoner occupied 
room No. S. 
N ow ak, the proprietor, 
said he knew very little about the guest. 
H e cam e theret he declared, last S a t­ 
urday, sayin g that he had come to see 
the Panam erican exposition, and that 
h is hom e w as in Toledo. 
H e had been 
alone at all tim es about N ow ak's place 
and had had no visitors. 
In his room 
w as found a 
sm all 
travelin g bag of 
cheap m ake. 
It contained an em pty 
cartridge box and a few clothes. 
W ith these facts in hand, the police 
w ent at the prisoner 
w ith 
renewed 
vigor in the effort to obtain either a 
full confession or a straight account of 
his identity and m ovem ents prior to his 
arrival in Buffalo. 
He at first adm itted 
that he w as an anarchist in sym pathy 
a t least, but denied strenuously that 
the 
attem pt 
on 
the 
life 
of 
the 
president w as a result of a pre-con- 
certed plot on the part of any anarch­ 
ist society. 
At tim es ho 
w as defiant 
and again indifferent. 
But at no tim e 
did he betray the rem otest sign of re­ 
m orse. 
H e declared the deed w as not 
prem editated, but in the sam e breath 
refused to say w hy he perpetrated it. 
W hen 
charged 
by D istrict A ttorney 
Penny w ith being the instrum ent of an 
organized band of conspirators, he pro­ 
tested vehem ently that he never even 
thought of perpetrating the crim e until 
this m orning. 
A fter long and p ersist­ 
ent questioning, it w as announced at 
police headquarters that the prisoner 
had m ade a partial confession, w hich 
he had signed. 
A s near as can be learned tonigh t 
the fa cts contained in the confession 
are: 
The m an's nam e is Leon 
Czolgosz. 
He is of Polish-G erm an extraction. H is 
home Is in Cleveland, where 
he 
has 
seven brothers and sisters. 
H e Is an 
avow ed anarchist and an ardent d is­ 
ciple of Em m a Goldman, w hose teach ­ 
ings he alleges are responsible for to­ 
day's attack on the president. 
H e denies stead fastly th at he is the 
instrum ent of an y body of anarchists 
or the tool of an y plotters. 
H e declares he did not even have a 
confederate. 
H is only reason for the 
deed, he declares, is that he believed 
the present form of the governm ent in 
the U nited S tates w a s unjust and he 
concluded that the m ost effective w ay 
to rem edy It w as to kill the president. 
These 
conclusions, 
he 
declared, 
he 
reached through the teachings of Em m a 
Goldman. 
GREAT PRECAUTIONS 
HAD BEEN TAKEN. 
It w as learned tonight from an a u ­ 
thoritative source that the greatest pre­ 
cautions had been taken 
to 
guard 
again st the possib ility of any such oc­ 
currence as transpired today. N ot only 
w ere the services of the local police 
and detective forces em ployed to the 
fullest exten t but specially detailed m en 
have accom panied the presidential par­ 
ty in all Its travels sin ce inauguration 
day and in addition to this the extra 
precaution w as taken upon the occa­ 
sion of the president's v isit to the P a n ­ 
am erican exposition of having w ith him 
three U nited S tates 
treasury 
secret 
service m en of long experience 
and 
proven ability. 
In fact, to such an ex ­ 
ten t has th is m atter o f the president's 
personal sa fety been carried by those 
responsible for h is w elfare that it has 
given rise to som e criticism . 
Upon his 
v isit to the exposition it w as felt by 
those surrounding him th at the presi­ 
dent w as liable to greater chances o f 
danger than is usual even upon his 
travels ow ing to the great crowds, the 
diversified character of the people a s­ 
sem bled, and the n ecessity for direct 
contact w ith the crowds. 
For these 
reasons the strict 
precautions 
above 
m entioned were resorted to. The pres­ 
ident, him self, has alw ays been averse 
to any such protection and the sigh t of 
officers of the law constan tly near his 
person has been distasteful. H e has a l­ 
w ays insisted th at in all his v isits to 
variou s cities there should be a t least 
one public reception w here he could Be 
brought face to face w ith the public 
and give those who desired it, the privi­ 
lege of a personal m eeting. 
From a bystander, w ho w itnessed the 
attem pt on the 
president's 
life, 
the 
follow ing description of the affair w as 
given to the correspondent of the A s­ 
sociated Press: 
"W hen the m an fired the shots P resi­ 
dent M cK inley fell back a step, and 
quivered sligh tly, but did not fall. 
"Secretary Corteiyou. P resident M il­ 
burn and D etective F oster sprang to 
h is aid 
w hile D etective 
Ireland and 
Jam es B. Parker threw his a ssailan t to 
the floor, hurled them selves upon him 
and attem pted to disarm him. 
"Their prisoner struggled desperately 
and, w renching his arm free, attem pted 
once m ore to fire at the president. The 
revolver, how ever, w as stru ck from his 
hand, flying several feet aw ay. 
“ P r e s id e n t M c K in le y h im s e lf p lu c k e d 
f ro m h is s id e th e b u lle t 
w h ic h 
h a d 
s t r u c k th e b r e a s t 
b o n e a n d g la n c e d , 
lo d g in g in th e s k in , a t th e s a m e tim e 
s a y in g to th e d e te c tiv e : 
“ ‘Foster, I believe there is another 
bullet in there.’ 
"Shortly afterw ard he said: 
‘Do not 
exaggerate this to Mrs. M cK inley.’ 
“The president throughout displayed 
the greatest 
fortitude,' and until the 
tim e I sa w him carried from the build­ 
ing h is coolness and courage were w on­ 
derful." 
L on g after 
m idnight 
crow ds w ere 
w alk in g the streets eagerly in q u ii& g 
for in form ation or loitering about the 
new spaper bulletin boards in the hope 
of additional inform ation. The deepest 
.feelin g over the outrage 
.was everyr

The street in the im m ediate 
v icinity of the house where the presi­ 
dent lies is roped off and guarded by 
police who w ill adm it nobody. 
It w as 
announced earlier In the evening that 
official bulletins would be issued at reg­ 
ular intervals and upon these the public 
m ust w ait, as the physicians and o f­ 
ficials refuse to give out any other in­ 
form ation. 
At 3 a. m. the street in the neighbor­ 
hood of the Milburn residence w as de­ 
serted save for the policem en who were 
on guard, and the streets down town 
were alm ost equally quiet.

W hile his physicians hold out

have been at the Milburn residence re­ 
flect the view that the battle will be 
won and the world's prayers answered. 
Since last night not an unfavorable 
sym ptom hat* appeared. 
E very 
hour 
has been a victory. 
F aith in the ou t­ 
come grow s stronger and stronger, and 
hope m ounts until In the m inds of som e 
the danger of all future com plications 
has vanished and hope 
has 
become 
conviction. 
Indeed, m any of the pres­ 
ident’s friends seem possessed w ith a 
sort of a superstitious confidence in the 
president’s recovery w hich nothing but 
an absolute change for the w orse can 
shake. 
BUT THE PRESIDENT IS 
NOT OUT OF DANGER. 


The basis for the confidence expressed 
Is solid. 
There has h een , nothing but 
im provem ent, gradual, but sure. Every, 
bulletin, every private and public word" 
of 
the 
physicians 
in 
attendance 
breathes encouragem ent. 
The reports 
w hich the physicians have given out 
are fa cts as they ex ist from a scientific 
standpoint, unm ixed w ith 
sentim ent. 
N evertheless, th at the president is not 
out of danger is the verdict by all of 
them . 
N either of them would risk hia 
professional reputation w ith a sta te­ 
m ent that the president will live. 
All 
they will say is that w ith every hour 
the danger of com plications from peri­ 
tonitis or blood poisoning decreases. 
Dr. M cBurney, the m ost em inent of 
the physicians in attendance expressed 
the opinion th at if the 
Improvement 
continues it will be a week yet before 
the»-president can be pronounced out of 
danger and convalescent. And som e of 
the colleagues like Dr. Mann, place the 
lim it of danger still further aw ay. 
The fear of peritonitis, it can be said, 
positively, has well nigh disappeared. 
A t the expiration of the 72 hour perTocl, 
a t 4 o’clock this afternoon, danger from 
th at source w as alm ost gone. 
PRESIDENT HIMSELF IS 
C H EERFU L AND CONFIDENT. 
The 
president, 
him self, 
has 
been 
cheerful today ond has expressed con­ 
fidence in his recovery. Today he asked 
for a m orning paper but this, of course, 
,had to be denied him. 
It is w ith som e difficulty that he can 
be restrained from talking, and Col. 
M. T. H errick of Cleveland, is quoted 
a s authority for the statem en t th at he 
h as spoken at in tervals of several thin gs 
he h as proposed to do in the future. 
T h is m orning he asked to be allow ed 
to change his position and w^jen per­ 
m ission w as given, before the atten d ­ 
an ts could m ove him, he changed to 
the position he desired to assum e w ith ­ 
out difficu lty or pain. T his speaks m uch 
for his general health and spirits. Mrs. 
M cK inley saw him again today for a 


brief visit and Secretary Corteiyou w as 
adm itted for the first tim e. 
N o one 
else w as adm itted to see him, although 
he inquired several tim es w ho were be­ 
low stairs. H e w as given nourishm ent 
today in the form of eggs beaten in 
milk, adm inistered through the rectum . 
The water, w hich has been given here­ 
tofore cold, did 
not 
appear 
to agree 
w ith him and since last night very hot 
w ater has been taken Into the stom ­ 
ach through the m outh 
w ith 
splen­ 
did results. 
H is bow els m oved freely 
today which w as considered an excel­ 
lent Symptom. 
If he continues to improve it w ill be 
gradually. 
If he should grow worse 
the change In that direction also, prob­ 
ably will be slow . 
T his is the opinion 
of Dr. Mann. 
There w ill be no crisis. 
If he arrives at convalescence Dr. Parke 
expresses his opinion that it will be 
three w eeks before It w ill he safe to 
m ove him. 
It Is expected the Interior 
w ounds w ill heal first. 
The sutures of 
the lacerated tissu e were m ade so soon 
after the bullet passed that they are 
probably healing rapidly. W ith the ex­ 
terior wound it is a slow process. 
TACTFUL DEVOTION OF 
TH E VICE PRESIDENT. 
Vice P resident R oosevelt has occu­ 
pied a peculiarly delicate and trying 
position since the event w hich threat­ 
ened the president’s life but he 
has 
borne him self throughout this ordeal Ifl 
such a m anner as to win the adm ira­ 
tion and respect of all. 
It has, m ore­ 
over, added a new bond betw een the 
vice president and those intim ately a s­ 
sociated w ith tjie president and the la t­ 
ter are w arm est in their expressions of 
the m anner in which he has m et every 
requirem ent of the situation. 
Not for 
a m om ent has he perm itted the idea to 
be entertained that there was need for 
considering the constitutional d isab i1 
Itv of the president and the exercise of 
executive functions w hich this would 
impose on him. 
On the contrary, Mr. 
R oosevelt has been one Of the m ost 
positive in the conviction that the pres­ 
ident, would recover. 
D uring the long 
period of Garfield's illness, discussions 
arose as to what constituted the disabil­ 
ity of the president w ithin the m eaning 
of the Constitution, w hether when the 
physical facu lties were benumbed while 
the m ental facu lties were unim paired 
there w as any disability as m eant by 
the C onstitution. 
But fortunately there has been no 
.such issue presented on this occasion 
and the vice president him self has been 
primarily respunMlble for the avoidance 
of any thought of the tem porary exer­ 
cise of executive functions by 
him. 
N or has there been any occasion for 
the exercise ot execu tive authority for 
such m inor routine m atter as comes 
can readily be left until the 
present 
en crgency has passed. 
Tw ice during the day, and again this 
evening, the »vice president has called 
at the Milburn house to Inquire as to 
the president’s condition. 
D uring the 
afternoon call he m et several of the 
cabinet officers and Senator H anna and 
spent a short tim e w ith them in Infor- 
nuil discussion. 
On the streets Mr. R oosevelt has been 
the center of respectful a tten tio n .‘ but 
he iias m et this w ith d ign ity and com ­ 
posure. 
D espite sen seless rem arks that 
he w as going about guarded by secret 
service men, he has positively declined 
to have anything like a guard near him. 
One of his rem arks today, in speaking 
to two laborers who greeted him, struck 


h popular chord. 
They had suggested 
that he m ight be afraid to be stopped. 
"No, indeed," he replied, “you men 
are our protection, and the foul deed 
of Friday will only m ake you more 
vigorous in protecting those whom you 
elect to office.” 


ANXIOUS CROWDS.

Men stood around in sm all groups dis­ 
cussing the siauation in subdued tones, 
and a pall settled over D enver tnat has 
not been equaled in the history of the 
city. 
Governor Orman w as busily engaged 
w ith routine w ork and the new s came 
as a terrible shock to him. 
All he could 
sa y a t first w as, "It’s too bad, it’s too 
bad.” 
H e said he m ight issue ;i sta te­ 
m ent later. A ssistan t A ttorney General 
R oberts w as very visib ly affected. 
He 
stood looking out over the sta te house 
lawn, and as the tears follow ed each 
other over his cheeks, he said: 
"It is 
certainly deplorable. 
Mr. M cK inley is 
a good president, a good husband, and a 
good man, and every citizen has found 
in him a friend. 
H e represents the 
highest type of Am erican m anhood, and 
he has com bined in "his career every­ 
thin g 
that 
is

H e had faith In

faith in his country, and this faith led 
to a bestow al of the h ighest office in the

Cowardly Assassins. 
Paris, Sept. 7.—The A m e r ic a n s in 
Paris and the French people learned 
the new s of the attem pt on the life of 
President M cK inley w hen th ey opened 
their new spapers at the breakfast table 
this m orning. 
E ven the U nited States 
am bassador, G eneral 
H orace 
Porter, 
w as not aw are until today of the trag­ 
edy that had been enacted’ in Buffalo. 
He retired early 
last evening, being 
fatigued and not feelin g w ell, and h e 
w as not disturbed in the absence of an 
official dispatch. 
A dispatch w as sen t 
to 
P resident 
Loubet who is a t R am bouillet late last 
night, and it w as not delivered until 
today. 
The new s spread through P aris w ith 
the rapidity of a w hirlw ind, and it w as 
discussed to the 
exclusion 
of every 
other topic, not m erely by A m ericans 
but by the Parisians. 
There are m any 
A m ericans stopping in Paris for a few 
days on their w ay hom e from other 
European countries 
and every 
hotel 
court yard had its group, earnestly d is­ 
cussing the new s. 
The United S tates 
em bassy and consulate were besieged 
by callers seeking inform ation, while 
in front of the N ew York H erald’s o f­ 
fice w as a great crowd aw aitin g bulle­ 
tins of the latest condition of the pres­ 
ident. 
E xpressions 
of 
sym pathy 
from 
Frenchm en are em an ating from every 
side. 
From the high est to the low est 
every one is anxious to express deejj re­ 
gret and abhorrence at the crime. P res­ 
ident M cK inley’s nam e and character 
are quite fam iliar to the Parisians. H is 
honorable career and dom estic charac­ 
ter have frequently been dw elt upon 
by the press and have m ade him popu­ 
lar here. A m ajority o f the new spapers 
publish portraits this m orning of Mr. 
and Mrs. M cKinley. 
Everyw here in P aris A m ericans con­ 
gregated a t hotels, cafes 
and 
other 
public places ton ieh t and the sole sub­ 
ject of conversation continues to be the 
attem pt on P resident M cKinley. 
The 
more reassuring cablegram s received 
this evenin g caused the liveliest sa tis­ 
faction. 
U nited 
S tates 
A m bassador 
Porter's 
latest advices 
inspired him 
with hope th at Mr. M cK inley’s robust 
constitution would pull him through. 
D ispatch es from the provinces show 
that the new s of the crim e created a 
profound 
im pression 
throughout 
the 
country. 
M any 
p o in ts 
uf 
resem b lan ce are 
found in the m anner in which yester­ 
d ay’s crim e w as carried out and Cas- 
eiro’s assassin ation of President Car­ 
not. 
P arisians are now discu ssing the 
effect the outrage w ill have upon the 
visit of Em peror N icholas, and it is 
universally realized th at the crim e w ill 
have an im portant repercussion upon 
the arrangem ents 
for his reception. 
W hatever m ight have been the possi­ 
bilities before, 
it 
is now considered 
out of the question th at the czar will 
com e to Paris, w hile during his sta y 
In France he w ill be surrounded by a 
hedge of steel, so th at any attem pt 
upon his life Is already doomed to fa il­ 
ure. 
The ordinary public w ill not be 
allow ed to get anyw here near him and 
the num ber of tickets Issued by the 
m inistry of the interior w hich w ill pass 
the holders into the various enclosures 
where they will be able to approach the 
czar, w ill be curtailed. 
P hotographers w ill be kept at a safe 
distance. 
The Tem ps publishes a dispatch sa y ­ 
ing th at the outrage w ill cause the pre­ 
cautions for the czar’s sa fety to be re­ 
doubled. The police, the dispatch says, 
have already refused to allow the m u­ 
n icipality of R heim s to erect spacious 
tribunes along the route over w hich 
the czar w ill pass for the use of the 
councillors of the departm ent and the 
ordinary public and it is feared th" 
police w ill refuse to authorize the erec­ 
tion of sim ilar projected stan ds upon 
the streets of Com peigne. 
The Journal D es D ebats says on the 
B uffalo shooting: 
"The crim e w as senseless. 
It is su f­ 
ficient to sav th at it w as the act of an 
anarchist. W e do not forget that P res­ 
ident M cK inley in his second inaugura­ 
tion speech extended to France the 
favored nation treatm ent.

Sept. 5 .—P resident's 
day a t the P anam erican exposition ran 
its course under auspicious conditions

P resident M cKinley, w ith M rs. M cK in­ 
ley by his side and surrounded by em i­ 
nent persons of high official rank in 
the service of this and foreign coun­ 
tries, faced a v a st throng o f people in 
tne esplanade at noon today and d eliv­ 
ered an address that brought forth the 
thunderous applause of the m ultitude.

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ANARCHY AND SOCIALISM. 


Editor of the Gazette—What is the difference between 
Anarchy and Socialism ? 
Reader. 


Anarchy and Socialism are the two extremes of theoret­ 
ical government. 
Socialism would 
give to society the 
control of everything and would blot out individual lib­ 
erty. 
Anarchy is opposed to all social action and would 
allow every man to do exactly as he pleases. 
We are all Socialists to some extent. 
The postoffice, 
.'or instance, is decidedly socialistic. 
So is the public 
ichool system . 
But the theoretical Socialist would go 
uuch further. 
He would1 extend the control of the gov­ 
ernment to the railways, the telegraphs, the mines, the 
stores, the factories. H e would in the extreme case, require 
the children to he cared for and brought up by the state 
in large institutions and would select for each man his pro­ 
fession, trade or business in life and would compel the 
individual to abide in all things by the decision and will 
of the majority. 
'The tendency of the age appears to be 
decidedly Socialistic, and we are moving towards a higher 
and more effective organization of society. 
The problem 
is to adjust this stronger organization in such a way that 
it will not blot out and destroy the benefits that are de­ 
rived from individual liberty and originality of thought 
and action. 
The Anarchist b&lieves that all law is wrong and that 
it is not binding on any one wno cares to defy it. 
Any 
one who purposely and willfully violates a law is to that 
extent an anarchist. 
The theoretical Anarchist believes 
that if all law were abolished mankind 
in someway 
would adjust itself to a condition in which law would be 
unnecessary because everyone would do what was right 
without compulsion. 
When Myron Reed said that Christ 
ivas an anarchist, he probably meant that He acted with­ 
out regard to the law because he hau no need of it, ana 
:hat he disregarded the laws that lie knew were wrong. 
The practical anarchist as distinguished from the theoret- 
pa] onf> is usually som e per=nn of w eak and d^g^n^rate 
mind who is crazed by the speeches or writings of some 
stronger mind and who starts out regardless of his own 
safety to strike at the heads of society in order to de­ 
stroy society itself. 
We cannot deny to the theoretical anarchist the right 
to think as he pleases, but society certainly has a right, to 
defend itself against the weak-brained assassin and also 
trom the teacher and preacher of murder. 


THE PREVENTION OF CRIME. 
T 


HE dastardly attack upon 
President McKinley 
brings out again in striking form a truth that 
receives dally illustration. 
The punishment of 
crime is and must be forever inadequate as a 
:ompensation to tho victim or others who suffer from it. 


No possibility of torture that the human mind can 
L'onccivc is adequate to balance the injury done to the 
people of this country by the wretch who has assassi­ 
nated the president whom the nation honors and loves. 


But w hat is true in this case is cquallyitrue in others. 
The physical sufferings of the murderer cap never com­ 
pensate, no m atter how much they may,,im prolonged or 
Intensified, for the life he has ended and the agony and 
and suffering he Has • entailed upon those who are de­ 
prived of their parent, or husband, or friend. 
In those crimes, too, for which American mobs vainly 
seek an adequate punishment in the tortures of fire, the 
niffering of the crlirflH&l does not lessen in any way or 
to the slightest degjpee.tHe proportions of his foul deed. 
All such events, whether in the case of the president 
or o£ the individual lead inevitably to the conclusion that 
the proper remedy for crime is prevention and not .pun­ 
ishment. 
Not to any degree, however slight, would w e abate the 
punishment that law prescribes for tne criminal. 
The 


B ick ly sentim entality “that regards the assassin as a 
victim to be pitied, as a prey to his own degeneracy or 
the unfortunate object of inherited instincts towards 
crime, w e do not approve. 
The murderer should not be turned loose to prey 
again upon the neict'object of his wrath; the insane de­ 
generate or anarchist should not be turned loose to prey 
upon th e comaranity. 
But the time for the commence­ 
m ent of the restraint of his liberty should be before and 
n ot after he has prepared a victim for sacrifice to a false 
notion of individual rights. 
It 
ought 
not 
be 
possible in 
a 
civilized 
com­ 
m unity for a man to continue to breed in his brain 
for years the festering germs of hatred and lust, to be 
known and feared of his neighbors as a dangerous man, 
to avow openly view s that strike at tne very foundations 
of 
our 
social 
existence 
and 
are 
utterly 
inconsist­ 
ent with the foundations of our material welfare, to go 
from one prison pen to another as a scholar takes his 
grades at school, and finally to glorify him self in his 
own eyes and those of his vicious associates by some 
deed of such atrocious villlany as to draw to him self the 
attention of the entire nation. 
If half the effort now given to an ineffectual attempt 
adequately to punish crime were expended in quenching 
the sources of crim e and in its prevention we would much 
less frequently be called upon to lament over possibili­ 
ties of human degeneracy or to mourn the Io b s of those 
•who can illy be spared from our national or personal 
circles. 
To teach the truth that society has rights that are 
superior to the assum ed rights of human degenerates it 
may be necessary that presidents should die and the 
fair nam e of our states be indelibly stained with the 
records of lynchings, but great and terrible as the price 
may be, it is n ot too great if from it comes tho lmowl- 
idge of now society m ay prevent crime by preveuung tho 
levelopm ent of crim inals. 


NOTES OF WARNING.

ITHIN the past few days two well-known vis­ 
itors to th is state have considered it proper 
to speak words of warning in regards to the 
w aste of two of our resources. 
Professor W illiam H. Brewer of Yale has cautioned us 
in regard to th e deforestation of our mountain slopes and 
:he certain and injurious results that are bound to ensue. 
Professor Osborne of Columbia reports that the game 
Killing in Rio Blanco county is wanton and that it is pro- 
:eeding at a rate that in a few years will result in the 
practical exterm ination of the deer. 
It would be T^ell if these friendly warnings were re- 
eeived in the spirit in which they undoubtedly are given. 
The people of Colorado cannot afford to w aste their re­ 
sources, either in the w ay of trees or of deer, and the 
efforts which w e are making to protect the forests and the 
game should be increased to whatever degree is necessary 
in order to secure the desired results.

THE POLICY OF RECIPROCITY. 


HE SHOCKING event at Buffalo last Friday has 
centered the attention of the country upon the 
president and other events of importance have 
dwindled into insignificance if they have not 
been lost sight of altogether. 
One of these events which is of national importance 
is the address of President McKinley at the Buffalo ex­ 
position on the day before he was shot, and especially 
that part of it that refers to the trade policy of the 
United States and our tariff laws. 
Among other things the president said: 


Our industrial enterprises which have grown 
to such great proportions affect the homes and 
occupations of the people and tho welfare of the 
country. 
Our capacity to produce has developed 
so enormously and our products have so multi­ 
plied that the problems of more markets require 
our urgent and immediate attention. 
Only a 
broad and enlightened policy will keep w^iat wo 
have. 
No other policy will get more. 
In these 
tim es of marvelous business energy and gain we 
ought to be looking to the future, strengthening 
the weak places in our industrial and commer- 1 
cial system s, that we may bo ready, for any 
storm or strain. 
By sensible tvade arrangements which will not 
interrupt our home production we shall extend 
the outlets for our increasing surplus. 
A system 
which provides a mutual exchange of commodi­ 
ties, a mutual exchange is manifestly essential 
to the continued healthful growth of our export 
trade. 
We must not repose in fancied security 
that we can forever sell everything and buy 
little or nothing. 
If such a thing were possi­ 
ble, it would not be best for us or for those 
with whom we deal. 
We should take from our 
customers such of their products as we can use 
without harm to our industries and labor. 
Reciprocity. is the natural outgrowth of our 
wonderful 
industrial 
development 
under 
me 
domestic policy now firmly established. WTiat we 
produce beyond our uomestic consumption must 
have a vent abroad. 
The exceBS must be re­ 
lieved through a foreign outlet, and we should 
sell everywhere we can and buy wherever the 
buying will enlarge our sales and productions, 
and thereby make a greater demand for home 
labor. 
The period of exclusiveness is past. 
The ex­ 
pansion of our trade and commerce is the press­ 
ing problem. 
Commercial wars are unprofitable. 
A policy of good will and friendly trade relations 
will prevent reprisals. 
Reciprocity treaties are 
in harmony with the spirit of the tim es; measures 
of retaliation are not. If, perchance, som e of our 
tariffs are no longer needed for revenue or to 
encourago and protect our industries at home, 
why should they not bo employed to extend and 
promote our markets abroad? 


These words of the president deserve, and they ought 
to receive, the earnest attention of every American citi­ 
zen. 
Especially should they be considered by every Re­ 
publican because they relate to a problem that has not 
yet received a definite party decision and one that will 
form in the future tho basis of much discussion and pos­ 
sibly w ill be the means of a new political division. 
There is a large and influential part of the Republican 
party that w ill not bo in accord with the president’s 
opinions. 
The strong 
protectionists, including 
many 
manufacturers who are especially benefited by the tariff 
npw in force, will object to any modification of it, and 
;wlll argue that w e m ust let w ell enough alone, that we 
m ust avoid unsettling business by tariff discussion and 
that reciprocity is only free trade under a different 
name. 
These arguments are strong ones, and if it were 
a question of the substitution of free trade or another 
Democratic W ilson tariff in tho place of our present 
Republican Dingley measure, tne Gazette would give 
them its most hearty support. 


But the present problem is a different one. 
It is no 
question of a tariff for revenue only, nor of free trade. 
It is a question of a tariff for trade, and the Gazette 
believes with President McKinley that such a tariff is 
an additional development of our tariff system along 
the same line that has done so much for our national 
prosperity. 
The sim plest tariff is one for revenue, and our ex­ 
perience has demonstrated that thete is no other form 
of revenue collection that is so economical, so equitable 
and that bears with such lltttle burden upon the ordinary 
citizen as this. 
The next step in the tariff is to adjust 
the schedule in such a way that while giving sufficient 
revenue for the needs of the government It shall protect 
the wage scale of our mechanics and encourage the 
development of industries that we do not already pos­ 
sess or the maintenance of those that are subject to 
special competition from outside. 
A protective tariff 
is a more complicated and' a more scientific one than the 
tariff for revenue only, and it requires a higher grade 
of statesm anship in legislature and executive for its con­ 
struction and administration. 
A further step in the line of tariff development is the 
tariff that provides revenue and protection and is also 
so adjusted as to encourage international commerce along 
lines m ost conducive to the country’s welfare. 
Such a 
tariff has been advocated by the Gazette as the one that 
is m ost desirable for the United States, and in so far as 
the president has the right to spoak for the parly, such 
a tariff w ill be the object of Republican effort and legis­ 
lation in the future. 


GERMANY AND CHINA. 
T 


HE scene at Potsdam, where the envoy of the em­ 
peror of China formally apologized to the em­ 
peror of Germany for tne murder of the German 
minister to China, was a historic occasion of 
more than ordinary interest. 
To appreciate it one must 
recall the tr&ditional attitude of the Chinese towards 
Europeans, whom they have regarded as of an inferior 
and separate race from them selves and whom they con­ 
temptuously dosignate as ‘‘foreign devils.” 
Upon the imperial court of China and all the people of 
that country who know what has taken place at Pots­ 
dam the incident must have a deep significance and, let 
us hope, a permanent influence. The offense was not lim­ 
ited to Germany, for the crime was one against civilization 
and against international law, which regards the persons 
of ambassadors as sacred from violence. 
The formal rec­ 
ognition by China of this principle, even though it comes 
in the way of an enforced apology, is a distinct gain, anu 
a preliminary to a better understanding between that 
country and the outside world. 
The great difficulty is that of the many millions of 
Chinese population, only a sm all number w ill ever hear 
of Prince Chun’s apology, and of these a much smaller 
number w ill ever believe such an unlikely story. 
A small 
number of Chinamen have heard that the Son of Hfeaven 
has been victorious over his enemies, as usual, and the 
great majority are unaware of the events that have been 
served to the American people at their breakfast tables. 
It is probable, however, that Prince Chun has a very 
good idea of what he has been up against, and that is 
good as far a s it goes. 


WATERMELON DAY. 
T 


OMORROW is Watermelon day at Rocky Ford, it 
being tho second day of the m eeting of thé 
Arkansas Valley Fair association. 
The occasion 
is an excellent opportunity for a visit to one Of 
the richest and most rapidly progressive sections of the 
state, and we trust that a large number of Colorado 
Springs people will go to Rocky Ford. 
There arc few people in this state, outside of those 
who have visited the lower Arkansas valley recently, who 
have any adequate idea of the enormous development of 
that country in recent yearn 
Otero, Bent and Prowers 
counties are going ahead at a m ost astonishing rate, and 
one that would be considered impossible if there were not 
plenty of facts for proof. 
In Prowers county, the Great 
Plains and Amity system of reservoirs and ditches sup­ 
plies an area of 194,000 acres and will soon be extended 
to cover a total of more tnan 200,000 acres, while another 
100,000 acres are under irrigation from other canals. 
Otero county, of which Rocky Ford is the county seat, 
made the largest gain in population of any Colorado 
county in the last census period, having increased from 
1102 in 1S00 to 11.322 in 1300. The rapid increase in pop­ 
ulation still continues and the county is growing at a 
rapid rate in every form of wealth. 
It should not be supposed that these hundreds of 
thousands of acres are all planted to watermelons. 
The 
cantaloupes are a rival worthy of consideration, and the 
sugar beet is probably even more important to the valley 
tlmn the two melon crops combined. 
But in addition to 
beets and melons the valley has a vast amount and a 
large variety of general agricultural products, all of 
which will be set forth and displayed at the fair now in 
progress. 
People in Colorado are apt to consider them selves as 
much more up-to-date tnan the slow-moving inhabitants 
of the eastern states. 
But it is difficult for us, even, to 
keep up with what is going on in other parts of the state. 
We are too apt to limit our interests to our own town or 
county and to lose sight of the fact that we are a part of 
a great commonwealth, of whose progress we must keep 
ourselves informed if we desire to act for our own best 
interests. 
The time is coming be/ore long, if it is not al­ 
ready here, when the eastern Arkansas valley will form 
one of the most valuable of recruiting grounds for our 
summer and winter visitors, as well às a most promising 
field for investment. 
A special effort should be made to 
cultivate friendly and close relations between this city 
and the three counties named above, and a good begin­ 
ning—say rather a good step forward—-in the matter 
may be made at Rocky Ford on Watermelon day. 


FILIPINO PROGRESS.

HE PROGRESS being made in the Philippines 
and the principles according to which the Ameri­ 
can commissioners are proceeding in their work 
are well set forth in the dispatch from Manila 
that bears date of September 2. 
It describes the inaug­ 
uration of Dr. Pardo de Tavera and Benito Legardo as 
members of the commission, the third Filipino member, 
Jose Luzariaga, being prevented from attendance by jll- 
ness. 
The Significance of this event appears to be fully 
realized both by the Americans and the Filipinos in the 
islands.

Now 
the Philippine commission is partly American and partly 
Filipino, it being the purpose of the president to form a 
government in which the native elem ent will be able to 
voice the desires of the people, their local asp.rations and 
necessities and give the Filipinos an example of American 
institutions and the customs and laws prevailing in the 
United States. 
Dr. de Tavera, one of the new commissioners, said 
that hardly had the people begun to appreciate the work 
of pacification than they were accorded the institutions 
of peace. 
The enemy of the evening before began the 
next morning to aid their adversaries to build roads and 
houses and introducing acts of peace. 
The day was not 
far distant when the Filipinos would enter a legislative 
body for the islands elected by the people. 
The condi­ 
tions prevent the elections at present. The Filipinos con­ 
sider today to be solemn and grand, because it is the 
first time they have been given part in the supreme gov­ 
ernment. 
They believe that the day is coming when the 
American Constitution as a whole, without amputations, 
will be planted here, as the flag now is. 
Such events and such wdrds are most satisfactory 
as indicating the progress that is being made in gaining 
the good will of the Filipinos and the prospects for the 
future in the islands.

N IMPORTANT m eeting is to be held at Victor 
this week and the attention of the state will 
be largely directed to it.

COLUMBIA THE DEFENDER.

FTER a thorough test of the merits of the two 
American yachts it has been finally decided that 
it will depend upon the old defender, Columbia, 
to keep the America's cup on this side of the At­ 
lantic, if this is to be done. 
The small difference that 
exists between the two boats is shown by the fact that 
in the final race the Columbia beat her rival by only 
four minutes. 
On the face of the evidence the Columbia represents 
tho highest skill of the American shipbuilders, and while 
it is possible that a better boat might be built it appears 
reasonably certain that a better one has not been con­ 
structed as yet. 
It will doubtless be a disappointment 
to many Americans to know that the Constitution is not 
better than the Columbia, but on the other hand it is a 
satisfaction to be assured that the Columbia is so good 
a boat that the builders cannot make a hpttpr one. 
The boat that Sir Thomas Lipton has brought across 
the Atlantic this year is undoubtedly superior to his for­ 
mer challenger, and therefore she has the better chance 
to Win the cup. 
There wore, however, numerous grades 
between Columbia and Shamrock I. and if Shamrock 11 is 
not a better boat than Constitution there is still a good 
chance that the cup will remain on this side the Atlantic,

inferior fabrics give taw dry re­ 
sults, and such creations U tter a room 
rath er th an ornam ent It. 
Since decor­ 
ative a rt is not a necessity ot life, b et­ 
ter to do w ithout ornam entation of all 
kinds than use the "clap trap" sort. 
One who has time to expend on a rt 
needlework cun afford tho best nm ter- 
InlB. 
No other fabric is so pretty for em ­ 
broidery as linen, but It is of the g reat­ 
est Importance that it should be pure. 
Among so called a rt goods m any beau* 
tiful linens may be found ranging in 
prico from 50 oents to 11.50, and in 
quality fi-om the finest law ns for dol­ 
lies and the like to the heavy agri, or 
linen canvas for heavy work. 
Good, 
pure liniiji of a less beautiful texti^re 
m ay be i'ad for 3ù cents a yard, and 
is far .superior to the ready stam ped 
centiopiocoB, coverà, etc., made af cot­ 
ton m ixture known to the trade as 
"union.” 
Of tho charm ing colored linens so 
plentiful now, the B ulgarian and agri 
are most .suitable for table covers, BOfa 
pillows, etc. Simply em broidered, tliese 
always have a fresh, clean effect and 
Ihe pi.HlicsL colors are tiio old blues 
So often worked w ith w hite cpttpn or 
Bilk flosses, and the serviceable brpwns. 
Finger bowl dolile? are beat made ot

"The Colorado sugar crop this year 
■ wUl be taree of four times as large as 
the 
product 
of 
any 
year 
since 
the sugar beet indtistry was estab­ 
lished in Colorado,” said Charles M. 
Cox of Grand Junction yesterday at 
the Alta Vista. 
Mr. Cox established 
the iirst sugar refineries in this «tate 
and has always 
been 
prominprlly 
identifled with the sugar industry in 
Colorado. 
‘The acreage is, of course, more ex­ 
tensive this year than hitherto, but 
the average yield per acre is larger 
and the percentage of sugar Is heavier 
on account ot the favorable weather 
we have had this year. The percentage 
of sugar In the beets is 14 per cent., 
which is unusually good. 
^ 
"Although it is yet too early to es­ 
timate the yield this year, I should 
say that It •will be between Hi,000 aud 
18.000 tons of sugar. Last year's con­ 
sumption of sugar in this stata was 
27.000 tons, so we are coming pretty 
close to supplying: the state. 
’This 
year’s success will give an encouraging 
impetus to the beet industry, and this 
will naturally increase th^ acreage 
next year. 
. 
■ “Thè raising of sugar beet? in .nis 
state has pJissed 
the 
exicrlmental 
sta^e and is-now tinè of the estab-, 


lished industries, and 
before many 
years w ill become one ot tho leading 
Industries. 
By reason of our advan­ 
tages on account of irrigation and 
our perpetual sunshine, our crops are 
more certain than elsewhere and the 
yield is of a better quality. 
The sac­ 
charine properties of sugar beets do 
not depend on the soli, but on the 
amount of sunshine that tho leaves re­ 
ceive, and there is no country that has 
more sunny days than Colorado. 
“Numerous stories have h°on circu­ 
lated to the effect that beet sugar is 
not as sw eet as cane sugar.

PRESIDENT MAINTAINED 


PERFECT CALMNESS. 


Of the multitude which witnessed or 
bore a part In the scene of turmoil and 
turbulence there was but one mind 
which seemed to retain Its equilibrium, 
one hand remained steady, one eye 
which gazed with unflinching calmness 
and one voice .which retained Its even 
tenor and faltered not at the most crit- 
ical juncture. . 
They were the mind and hand and 
the eye and the voice of President Mc- 
Klnley. .After the first shock of the 
assassin's shot, he retreated a step. 
Then as the detectives leaped upon his 
assailant he turned, walked steadily to 
a chair and seated himself, at the same 
time removing his hat and bowing his 
Head In his hands. 
In an Instant Secretary- Cortelyou and 
president Milburn .were at his side. His 
waistcoat was hurriedly opened, the 
president meanwhile admonishing those 
about him to remain calm and telling 
them not to be alarmed. 
"But you are wounded," cried the 
secretary,, "let me examine." 
"No, I think not," answered the presi- 
dent, "I am not,.badly hurt, I assure 
you." • 
'' Nevertheless his garments were, has- 
tily loosened and when a trickling 
stream of crimson was seen to wind Its 
way down his breast, spreading Its tell- 
tale stain over the white surface of the 
linen, their worst fears were confirmed. 
A force of exposition guards were 
soon oh the scene, and an effort was 
made ,to clear the building. By this 
time the crush was terrific. Spectators 
.crowded down the stairways from the 
galleries, the crowds on the floor surged 
forward' toward the rostrum, while, de- 
spite the. strenuous efforts of police and 
guards,,!the throng without struggled 
madly to obtain admission.

While the wounded president was be- 
ing borne from the exposition hospital 
to the Mllburn .residence between rows 
of onlookers with bared heads a far dif- 
ferent spectacle was being witnessed 
r.long the route of his assailant's jour- 
ney from the scene "of his crime to po- 
lice headquarters. The trip was made 
s"b quickly that the prisoner was safel; 
landed within the wide-portals of thi 
police station and the doors closed be- 
fore any one was aware of his presence 
The news of the attempted assas- 
sination had In the meanwhile been 
spread broadcast by the newspapers 
Like wildfire it spread from mouth' t< 
mouth. Then bulletins began to ap 
pear on the boards along Newapane 
row, 
and when the announcement wa 
made'that the prisoner bad. been taken 
to police headquarters-only two blocks 
diet ant" from the newspaper section, th 


crowds surged down toward Ihe Ter- 
race, eager for a glimpse of the pris- 
oner. At police headquarters they weri 
met by a strong cordon of police which 
was drawn up across the pavement on 
Pearl street and admittance was denied 
to any but officials authorized to take 
pact In the examination of the pris- 
oner. In a few minutes the crowd had 
jrown from tens to hundreds and these 
in turn quickly swelled to thousands 
until the street was completely blocked 
with a mass,of humanity. It was at 
this juncture that some one raised the 
cry of "Lynch him." Like a flash the 
cry was taken up, and the whole crowd 
as If Ignited by the single match thus 
applied, re-echoed the Cry "Lynch him," 
"Hang him." Closer the crowd surged 
forward. Denser the throng became as 
new arrivals swelled each moment the 
swaying multitude. The situation was 
becoming critical, when suddenly the 
big doors were flung open arid a squad 
Of reserves advancing with solid front, 
drove the crowd back from the curb to 
across the street and gradually Suc- 
ceeded In dispersing them from about 
the entrance to the station. 
'OLICE EXAMINATION _ 


OF THE PRISONER. 


Inside the station house were assem- 
bled District Attorney Penny, Super- 
intendent of Police Suit, Captain Rea- 
gan of the flrst precinct and other of- 
ficials. The prisoner at flrst proved 
quite communicative, so much so, In 
fact, that little Qependence could be 
placed on what he said. lie flrst gave 
his name as Fred Nieman, said his 
home was In Detroit, and that he had 
been In Buffalo about a week. He said 
he had been boarding at a place in 
Broadway. 
Later this place was located as John 
Nowak's saloon, a Raines law hotel on 
Broadway. Here the prisoner occupied 
room No. 8. Nowak, the proprietor, 
said he knew very little about the guest. 
He came there, he declared, last Sat- 
urday, saying that he had come to see 
the Panamerlcan exposition, and that 
his home was In Toledo.' He had been 
alone at all times about Nowak's place 
and had had no visitors. In his room 
was found a small traveling bag of 
cheap make. It contained an empty 
cartridge box and a few clothes.' 
With these facts in hand, the police 
went at the prisoner with renewed 
vigor In the effort to obtain either a 
full confession or a straight account of 
his Identity and movements prior to his 
arrival In Buffalo. He at flrst admitted 
that he was an anarchist in sympathy 
at least, but denied strenuously that 
the 
attempt on the 
life- 
of 
the 
president was a result of a pre-con- 
certed plot on the part of any anarch- 
ist society. 'At times he was defiant 
and again Indifferent. But at no time 
did he betray the remotest sign of re- 
morse. He declared the deed was not 
premeditated, but in the same breath 
refused to say why he perpetrated It. 
When charged 
by District Attorney 
Penny with being the Instrument of an 
organized band of conspirators, he pro* 
tested vehemently that he never even 
thought of perpetrating, the crime until 
this morning. After long and persist- 
ent questioning, it was announced at 
police headquarters that. the prisoner 
had made a partial confession,, which 
he .had signed.

IREAT PRECAUTIONS 


HAD BEEN TAKEN, 


It was learned tonight from an au- 
horltatlve source that the greatest pre- 
autlons had been taken to 
guard 
gainst the possibility of any such oc- 
urrence as transpired today. Not only 
vere the services of the local police 
nd detective forces employed to the 
ullest extent but specially detailed men 
ave accompanied the presidential par- 
y In all its travels since Inauguration 
ay and In addition to this the extra 
precaution' was taken upon the occa- 
lon of the president's visit to the Pan- 
merican exposition of having with him 
hree United States treasury secret 
ervlce men of long experience 
and 


iroven ability. In fact; to such an ex- 
ent has this matter of the president's 
personal safety been carried by those 
esnonslble for his welfare that It has 
given rise-to some criticism. Upon his 
rtslt to the exposition It was felt by 
hose surrounding him.that the presi- 
dent was liable to greater chances of 
langer than' is usual even upon his 
ravels owing to the great crowds, the 
diversified character of the people as- 
sembled, and the necessity for" direct 
contact with the crowds. For these 
reasons the strict precautions above 
mentioned were resorted to. The pres- 
dent, himself, has always been averse 
to any such protection and the sight of 
officers of the law: constantly near, his 
person has been distasteful. He has al- 
ways Insisted that In all his visits to 
various cities there should be at least 
one public reception where he could Be 
brought face to face with the public 
and give those who desired it, the privi- 
lege of a personal meeting. 
From a bystander, who witnessed the 
attempt on the president's life, the 
following description of the affair was 
given to the correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press: 
"When the man fired the shots Presi- 
dent McKlnley fell back a step, and 
quivered slightly, but did not fall.

as authority for the statement, that he 
has Spoken at Intervals of several things 
he has proposed to do In the future. 
This, morning he asked to be al(owed 
to change his position and w^jen per 
mission was given, before the attend 
ants could move him, he changed t< 
the position he desired to assume with 
but difficulty or pain. This speaks mud 
for his general health and spirits'. Mrs 
McKlnley saw him again , today. for i 


brief visit and Secretary CTrtelyou was 
admitted for the flrst time. No one 
else Was admitted to see him, although 
he inquired'Several tlnles who were be- 
low ntalrs. He Was given nourishment 
today In the form of eggs beaten in 
milk, administered through the rectum. 
The water, which has been given here- 
tofore cold, did not appear to agree 
with him and. Since .last night very hot 
water has been taken Into the stom- 
ach through the mouth with splen- 
did results. His bowels moved freely 
today which was considered an excel- 
lent symptom. 
If he continues to Improve It will be 
gradually. If Ha should grow -worse 
the change in that direction also, prob- 
ably will be slow. This is the opinion 
of Dr. Mann. There will be no crisis. 
If he arrives at convalescence Dr. Parke 
expresses his Opinion that It will be 
three weeks before it will be safe to 
move him. It is expected the interior 
wounds will heal first. The sutures of 
the lacerated tissue were made so soon 
after the bullet .passed that they are 
probably healing rapidly. With the ex- 
terior wound it is a slow process.

THE VICE PRESIDENT. 


Vice President Koosevelt has occu- 
pied a'peculiarly delicate and trying 
position since the event which threat- 
ened the president's life but he has 
born« himself throughout this ordeal te 
such a manner aS to win the admira- 
tion and respect of All, It has, more- 
over, added a. new Bond between, the 
v|ce president and those intimately as- 
sociated with the president and the lat- 
ter are warmest m their expressions of 
the manner in -which he his met every 
requirement of the situation. Not for 
a moment has he permitted the Idea '.o 
be entertained that there was need for 
considering the constitutional riiaabil 
ity of the president and the exercise of 
executive functions which this, would 
impose on him. On the contrary, Mr. 
Roosevelt has been one Of the most 
positive in the conviction that the pres- 
ident would recover. During the long 
period of Garfleld's Illness, discussions 
arose as to what constituted the disabil- 
ity of the president within the meaning 
of the Constitution, whether when the- 
physlcdl faculties were benumbed while 
the mental faculties were unimpaired 
there was any disability as meant by 
the Constitution. 
But fortunately, there has been no 
such Issue presented on this occasion 
and the vice president himself has been 
primarily responsible for the avoidance 
of any thought of the temporary exer- 
cise of executive functions by him. 
Nor has there been any occasion for 
.the exercise ot executive authority for 
such minor .routine matter as comes 
can readily be left until the present 
emergency has passed. -

Twice during the day, and again this 
evening, the i vice president has called 
at the Mllburn house to Inquire as to 
the president's condition. During the 
afternoon 'call he met several of the 
cabinet officers arid Senator Hanna and 
spent a short time with them In Infor- 
mal discussion. 


On the streets Mr. Roosevelt has been 
the center of respectful attention, "but 
he has met this with dignity,and com- 
posure. Despite senseless remarks that 
he was going about guarded by secret 
service men, he has positively declined 
to have anything like a guard near him. 
One of his remarks today, In speaking 
to two laborers who greeted him, struck 
a popular chord. They had suggested 
that he might be afraid to be stopped. 


"No, 
Indeed," he replied, '"you men 
are our protection, and the foul deed 
of Friday will only make you more 
rigorous in protecting those whom you 
ilect to office."

There are many 
Americans stopping In Paris for a few 
days on their way home from other 
European countries and every, hotel 
court yard had Its group, earnestly dis- 
cussing the news. The United States 
embassy and consulate Were besieged 
by. callers seeking Information, white 
In front Of the New York Herald's of - 
flCe was a great Crowd awaiting bulle- 
tins of the latest condition of the pres- 
ident. 


Expressions 
of 
sympathy 
from 
Frenchmen are emanating from every 
side. From the highest to the lowest 
every one Is anxious to express deep, re- 
gret and abhorrence at the prime. Pres- 
ident McKihley's name and character 
are quite familiar to the.Parisians.

The, matters Involved in 
these contempt proceedings have been 
so thoroughly before the court In differ- 
ent phases, that it is. not necessary at 
this tithe to review them in this finding. 
The day followlng.the court's departure 
from the city after the discharge of the 
jury in the Anderson case, the city was( 
startled with the story of the alleeed 
bribery.

case, which, from thelr-number and re- 
iteration of ea.cn otherr''mafnifled'the.'

$16,000 for three suits of sails. And 
then there was the Defender, which 
acted us a trial horse to the Columbia. 
H cost just $50,000 for her to be a trial 
horse, but it was paid.without a groan. 
And now, for the present season: 


It will have, been noticed that the 


construction of each cup defender has 
cost infinitely more than its prede- 
cessor. 
The fact IB, the Herreshoffs 


have charged several thousands of dol- 
lars for each minute of extra speed. 
Following those deductions the Con- 
stitution, has unquestionably cost not 
a cent less than $200,000 to build, one 
has a large tender, the steamboat 
Mount Hope, an(l crew of 68 men.

The simplest tariff is one for revenue, .and our ex

GERMANY AND CHINA. 


HE! scene at Potsdam, where the envoy of the em 


peror of China formally apologized to the em 
peror of Germany for the murder of the German 
minister to China, was a historic occasion o 


more than ordinary Interest. To appreciate it one mus 
recall tho traditional attitude of the Chinese toward 
Europeans, whom they have regarded as of an inferio 
and separate race from themselves and whom they con 
temptuously designate as "foreign devils." 


Upon the imperial court of China and all the people o 


that'country who know what has taken place at Pots 
dam the incident must have a deep significance and, le 
us hope, a permanent influence. The offense was not Urn 
ited to Germany, for the crime was one against civllizatlo 
and against International law, which regards the person 
of ambassadors as sacred from violence. The formal rec 
ognition by China ot this principle, even though it come 
in the way of an enforced apology, is a distinct gain, an 
a preliminary to a better understanding between tha 
country and the outside world. 


The great difficulty is that of the many millions o 


Chinese population, only a small number will ever hea 
of Prince Chun's apology, and of these a much smalle 
number will ever believe such an unlikely story. A sma 
number of Chinamen have heard' that the Son of Heave 
bas'been victorious over bin enemies,, as usual, and th 
great majority1 are unaware ot the events that have bee 
served to the American people at their breakfast table
